IN  this  design  we  illustrate  a  strictly  modern  home,  containing  six  rooms,  bath,  reception  hall,  pantry,  and  tin  closet.  Carefully  plan- 
ned with  the  view  to  greatest  economy,  both  in  the  use  of  good  material  and  carpenters'  labor,  thus  giving  you  the  very  best  house  that 
can  be  had  for  the  money. 
Be  sure  and  give  the  handsome  exterior  appearance  of  this  design  your  special  attention,  with  the  well  designed  front  porch,  and 
the  steps  leading  from  the  side  instead  of  in  front.     Also  note  the  manner  in  which  the  gable  ends  are  finished.  These  are  to  be  cement 
veneer  or  stucco,  applied  and  panelled  as  showu.

In  this  design  we  illustrate  a  charming  bungalow,  designed  to  be  built  without  waste,  either  in  material  or  labor;  planned  to  give  a 
maximum  return  on  a  minimum  investment.  The  exterior  has  all  the  charms  of  a  full  fledged  California  bungalow,  with  its  gables,  ex- 
posed rafters,  brackets  and  craftsman-like  exterior;  plenty  of  porch  room  and  wide,  projecting  eaves  that  keep  out  the  wind  and  weather. 
The  interior  is  laid  out  in  a  thorough,  practical  manner.  Note  the  large  living  room,  with  a  hall  at  the  back — giving  absolute  privacy 
to  that  section  of  the  building.  If  you  prefer  the  living  room  4  feet  longer,  it  would  be  an  easy  matter  to  cut  out  the  hall  partition  and 
give  a  living  room  22  feet  long.

Easily  flooded  with  sunlight,  the  triple  window  from 
the  dining  room  side  and  the  glass  door  and  light  through  the  bedroom  on  the  other  side  making  it  possible  to  get  sunlight  and  ventilation 
from  almost  any  direction.  The  living  room  is  connected  with  the  dining  room  with  a  large  cased  opening.  A  French  door  leads  from  the 
dining  room  on  to  a  private  front  porch,  size  of  which  is  7x11  feet,  so  arranged  as  to  be  easily  screened  or  covered  with  storm  sash. 

The  kitchen  has  a  large  pantry,  plenty  of  windows  for  light  and  ventilation.  The  basement  is  reached  directly  from  the  kitchen 
porch,  which  is  protected  from  the  weather  by  porch  roof.  If  entering  the  basement  from  the  outside  is  objectionable,  it  would  be  an  easy 
matter  to  board  up  the  stair  section  of  the  porch  and  make  the  entrance  from  the  inside  of  the  kitchen.  The  bathroom  is  of  ample  size,  as 
are  also  the  bedrooms — a  closet  being  provided  for  each.

While 
it  was  not  designed  for  20  foot  lots,  yet  by  drawing  in  the  porch  towards  the  center  and  narrowing  the  eaves  an  inch  on  each 
side,  the  builder  would  not  be  encroaching  upon  his  neighbor's  air  with  the  roof;  while  on  the  ground,  there  would  be  almost  a 
foot  on  each  side. 

A  house  like  this  is  generally  built  by  the  man  who  has  to  make  a  dollar  go  the  longest  way  possible,  and  with  this  end  in  view, 
We  had  economy,  practicability,  with  a  maximum,  amount  of  comfort  and  returns  as  our  aim.  It  is  oftentimes  more  sensible  to  build 
a  house  that  does  not  sprawl  over  the  entire  lot,  even  though  the  lot  is  wider  than  20  feet,  inasmuch  as  it  will  allow  air  and  sunlight  to 
come  in  where  it  cannot  penetrate  when  there  is  no  space  between  the  building. 

There  is  nothing  small  about  this  house  when  you  get  right  down  to  figuring  the  size  of  the  rooms.  The  first  floor  has  the  porch 
which  is  about  9  feet  deep,  5  feet  wide;  a  reception  hall  of  ample  dimensions  allowing  easy  access  to  all  rooms  and  stairway,  this  is  con- 
nected with  the  living  room  by  a  cased  opening,  as  is  also  the  dining  room.  Between  dining  room  and  living  room  there  is  a  handsome 
5  foot  wide  cased  opening,  permitting  these  two  rooms  being  thrown  practically  into  one.  The  kitchen  is  the  best  of  all — just  a  dandy  for 
size,  with  a  pantry  and  entrance  to  the  basement  directly  from  the  kitchen  under  the  main  stairway,  doing  away  with  the  necessity  of 
going  out  of  doors  to  get  to  this  part  of  the  building.

7  ROOMS  AND  BATH 


AN  IDEAL  suburban  home  placed  within  reach  of  the  average  man's  pocketbook  has  been  the  aim  of  our  architects  in  developing 
this — our  Design  No.  93.     It  certainly  has  more  than  its  share  of  good  looks,  the  exposed    rafters,  the   roof   with   its   lookout 
dormer  and  the  semi-timbered  effect  give  it  a  truly  craftsman's  style. 
The  price  we  are  naming  for  this  house  brings  it  within  reach  of  many  people  who  heretofore  would  not  consider  building 
a  home  as  pretentious  as  this  one,  but  then  we  study  carefully  the  building  of  homes  and  furnish  the    material  at  far  lower 
prices  than  can  be  obtained  elsewhere. 

The  first  story  is  intended  to  be  cement  coated.  The  second  story  is  sided  or  shingled  in  the  regular  maimer.  There  are  many 
excellent  color  schemes  these  two  combinations  can  be  worked  in,  so  that  no  difficulty  whatever  in  securing  harmony  will  be  experienced. 

Size  of  front  porch  is  12  by  12  feet  over  all,  the  well  built  gable  roof  over  same,  matching  the  main  roof  give  it  a  certain  charm 
and  home-like  appearance  that  is  difficult  to  obtain  in  the  general  run  of  houses. 

The  first  floor  is  laid  out  so  as  to  get  the  full  benefit  of  every  possible  space.  Large  living  room  adjoined  by  the  dining  room  and  sepa- 
rated only  by  a  cased  opening,  in  which  a  colonnade  may  be  placed,  giving  you  practically  one  big  double  living  room,  12  by  30  feet  long. 

One  of  the  main  features  of  this  house  is  the  stairway  towards  the  rear.  Entrance  to  the  second  floor  can  be  had  from  kitchen 
or  bedroom  without  annoying  anyone  in  the  front  part  of  the  house.  Entrance  to  the  basement  is  had  directly  alongside  of  the  kitchen 
and  under  the  main  stairway.  The  pantry  located  independently  od  the  back  of  the  kitchen,  has  ample  storage  space.  A  window  may  be 
placed  on  the  porcli  side  and  ice  placed  in  through  that  window  without  the  necessity  of  the  iceman  going  inside. 

The  first  floor  could  be  changed  in  many  different  ways.  For  instance  the  hallway  could  be  run  straight  back  from  the  front  door 
«nd  the  remaining  part  of  the  living  room  and  bedroom,  transformed  into  one  large  living  room  about  12x22  ft.  with  but  little  extra  cost. 

The  second  floor  is  exceptionally  well  laid  out;  two  main  bedrooms  being 
large,  having  ample  closet  room;  bathroom  is  large  enough  to  meet  all  require- 
ments and  permitting  additional  closet  room  if  wanted.  Each  sleeping  room  has 
two  or  more  windows,  affording  all  the  ventilation  and  air  that  can  possibly  be 
desired  and  in  addition  to  that,  we  have  a  sleeping  porch  on  the  back,  size  over 
all,  7  by  11  feet  3  inches,  being  sufficient  room  for  two  beds.

8  ROOMS  AND   BATH. 


WE  show  herewith  a  square  house  without  bays,  angles  or  unusual  projections,  which  gives  one  the  opportunity  to  use  all  space  to  the  best  possible 
advantage,  and  under  ordinary  conditions  can  be  built  very  economically.  Size  is  28  ft.  square.  Reception  Room  is  large  enough  to  be  used  as 
a  regular  sitting  room.  The  other  main  rooms  down-stairs  are  roomy  and  comfortable,  the  dining  room  especially  so.  Wide  cased  openings 
connect  reception  room  with  dining  room  and  living  room  .  The  living  room  can  be  enlarged  from  either  way  by  changing  the  parti- 
tions. And  such  opening  divides  reception  hall  from  the  stair  hall  and  a  door  connects  stair  hall  and  kitchen.  The  two  doors  in  dining  room 
also  communicate  directly  with  kitchen  and  hall. 

Note  the  grade  entrance  on  the  side  of  the  house  with  the  steps  leading  up  to  the  kitchen  and  down  to  the  basement.     Location  of  chimney  simplifies 
the  heating  problem,  whether  stove  heat  or  any  other  arrangement  of  heating  apparatus. 

The  four  bedrooms  upstairs  supply  sufficient  sleeping  room  for  an  average  sized  family,  each  room  is  provided  with  a  good  size  closet,  and  all  door 
openings  are  conveniently  located  to  bath  room.     Also  note  the  airy  balcony  which,  with  the  use  of  an  awning,  may  be  used  for  outdoor  sleeping  purposes. 

A  large  number  of  windows  provide  ample  light  and  ventilation. 

The  outside  appearance  of  this  house  with  its  hip  roof,  the  panel  effect  as  shown  in  the  gable 
dormer  and  porch  gable  makes  it  a  desirable  one  to  own.  The  roomy  porch  with  its  colonial  turned 
columns  resting  on  brick  piers  with  stone  caps.  Siding  is  used  up  to  the  sill  of  the  second  story 
windows,  from  there  on,  house  is  shingled.

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THE  main  feature  about  this  well-designed  house,  from  an  external  point  of  view,  is  its  striking  roof,  gable  and  bay  window  construction,  present- 
ing an  admirable  picture,  especially  when  looking  at  the  front  elevation,   with  its  divided   second-story  triple  window  and  circle  sash  in  gable, 
The  front  porch  especially  attracts  one's  attention,  with  its  pedestal  columns  and  square  balustrade. 
Tlii-  illustration  really  does  not  do  the  house  justice.     It  makes  it  look  too  narrow  and  long.      This  is  due  to  the  fact  that  photograph  was 
taken  too  much  from  the  side. 

This  house  has  three  bays — one  in  the  dining  room,  another  in  the  down  stairs  bedroom  and  the  third  in  the  front  bedroom  upstairs.  The 
downstairs  bays  have  but  two  windows  each  so  as  to  allow  room  for  placing  of  the  sideboard  in  the  dining  room  and  furniture  in  the  bedroom.  If  this 
space  is  not  desired  for  that  purpose,  a  regular  cottage  window  may  be  put  in. 

Lower  floor  is  divided  into  four  main  rooms,  consisting  of  living  room,  dining  room,  bedroom  and  kitchen,  besides  the  reception  hall,  pantry  and  two 
closets.  Many  people  prefer  to  have  a  bedroom  on  the  lower  floor  and  have  it  directly  adjoining  another  room,  as  shown  in  this  house,  without  any  hall 
or  passage  in  between.     The  roomy  closet  thereto  will  be  appreciated  by  many. 

Immediately  upon  entering  the  reception  hall,  through  the  modern  front  door,  your  eye  greets  the  semi-mission  style  stair    case.which  is  designed 
to  permit  of  easy  ascent.     A  large  cased  opening  divides  the  hall  from  the  living  room  and  the 
hall  door  excludes  the  dining  room  from  the  front  view.      A  similar  door  divides  dining  room 
and  kitchen,  and  instead  of  having  rear  door  in  its  usual  place  it  opens  off  the  side  of  the  house  on 
to  the  rear  porch.

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ERE  we  present  one  of  those  pretty  Colonial  Designs  of  medium  size.  The  colonial  effect  has  been  carried  out  faithfully,  as  shown  by  the  windows 
and  columns,  also  the  front  entrance  with  the  large  glass  door.  The  combined  hip  and  gable  roof  of  the  large  porch  adds  to  the  general  colonial 
scheme. 

The  combination  siding  and  shingle  construction  carried  out  successfully  in  this  design  adds  much  to  its  beauty,  although  if  siding  for 
the  entire  house  is  used  the  effect  will  be  very  pleasing  as  well. 

Entering  through  the  colonial  front  entrance  into  the  vestibule  which  opens  into  the  reception  hall,  you  see  the  well-designed,  half-open  stairway. 
You  enter  the  dining  room  through  a  wide  cased  opening,  a  similar  opening  also  divides  the  hall  from  the  living  room  and  the  rest  of  the  rooms.  The 
living  room  is  exceptionally  large,  taking  up  the  entire  side  of  the  house.  Note  how  the  mantel  suggestion  improves  and  enlivens  the  appearance  of  this 
room.

IN  Design  No.  62,  we  show  a  compact,  full  2-story  residence  of  exquisite  design.     Note  the  double  glass  doors  flanked  on  both  sides  by  a  pair  of  case- 
ment sash,  spreading  practically  across  two-thirds  of  the  entire  front  room.      This,  indeed,  will  make  a  sunny  and  bright  living  room,  and  that  is 
what  a  living  room  really  should  be. 
An   uncommon   feature  not   usually  attempted   in  houses  of  this  class  and  size  is  the  large,  private  front   porch,  which  is  7  ft.  deep  and  18  ft. 
long.     It  is  called  private  because  access  thereto  is  obtained  only  from  the  inside,  through  the  Living  Room.  The  actual  entrance  to  this  house  is  on 
the  side,  which  side  is  shown  in  the  picture.     The  entrance  opens  into  the  Reception  Hall,  which  is  situated  between  and  divided  from  the  Living  Room 
and  Dining  Room  by  large  cased  openings.     Hera,  also,  is  the  Stairway  which  is  so  designed  as  to  be  easy  of  construction  and  ascent. 

Notice,  also,  that  directly  under  the  main  stairs  are  the  steps  to  the  basement,  entrance  to  which  is  effected  through  the  Pantry,  on  the  same  order 
as  in  some  of  our  other  House  Designs,  which  have  proven  popular,  but  in  practically  all  other  respects  this  house  is  entirely  different,  especially  the  bal- 
ance of  interior  layout,  which  is  unique  in  its  arrangement. 

All  rooms  are  of  good  size,  the  living  room  especially  being  a  handsome  room  21  ft.  long  by  13  ft.  wide,  with  fireplace  centrally  located,  a  feature 
that  is  too  important  to  be  overlooked,  as  it  means  proper,  uniform  distribution  of  heat. 

The  Kitchen  and  Dining  Room  being  directly  opposite  one  another,  without  Pantry  or  Passage  intervening  and  connected  by  a  swinging  door,  is  a 
step-saving  arrangement.  There  is  a  door  from  the  Kitchen  opening  into  the  Passage  leading  to  the  Reception  Hall,  avoiding  a  roundabout  way  to  the 
rooms  upstairs.     Without  question  this  house  represents  a  wonderful  value. 

There  are  four  Bedrooms  on  the  second  floor,  with  Bathroom.     All  of  the  Bedrooms  are  of  ample  size  and  each  is  provided  with  a  Closet.     Like  in 
practically  all  our  Designs,  the  Bathroom  is  very  conveniently  located,  within  immediate  reach  of  all  other  rooms  which  all  open  separately  into  the  Hall, 
entirely  independent  from  one  another.     The  matter  of  lighting  and  ventilating  is  properly  taken 
care  of.

UNLESS  your  requirements  demand  a  real  big  house  or  unless  your  tastes  run  to  large  residences,  this  admirable  six-room  cottage  will  surely  commend 
itself  as  a  very  desirable  little  home. 
Picturesque  in  its  simplicity,  without  being  classified  as  a  picture  house,  it  will  win  its  way  into  the  hearts  of  such  people  who  must  of  necessity 
remain  within  a  close  limit  of  their  building  appropriations,  but  who  nevertheless  want  to  obtain  as  much  beauty  and  comfort  as  their  circum- 
stances will  permit. 

The  chief  ornamental  feature  is  the  central  bay  which  runs  all  the  way  up,  extending  beyond  the  roof  of  porch  and  finished  off  with  a  hip- 
shaped  roof,  so  you  see  that  economy  has  not  overshadowed  everything  else  and  we  have  a  very  artistic  cottage  at  a  very  low  price  for  this  important  point 
must  not  be  overlooked.

The  outside  wall  construction  is  of  Metal  Lath  on  "Byrkit's  Patent  Sheathing   Lath,  insur- 
ing a  positive  clinch.

THIS  attractive  design  presents  a  half  timbered  house  of  large  dimensions.  The  half  timbered  effect  is  made  possible  by  reason  of  its  combination 
cement,  plaster  and  shingle  construction.  Adding  the  porches  makes  the  size  over  all,  44  ft.  6  in.  by  40  ft.

The  floor  plans  show  a  big,  square  house — two  feet  longer  than  wide— with  an  immense  front  porch  or  veranda.  The  tower,  of  course,  is  the 
conspicuous  feature — and  affords  the  finishing  touch  to  make  perfect  harmony  of  the  whole  scheme.  The  gables  are  shingled  to  the  belt  line — the 
rest  of  the  walls  are  plastered  with  cement.  The  porch  roof  is  an  extension  of  the  main  roof — notice  that  graceful  swing  where  it  bends  around  the  tower;

THIS  house  makes  a  desirable  suburban  or  country  home.     The  plans  for  this   design  will  be  furnished  according  to  our  Free  Plan  Oiler  on  page  4  of 
this  book.     There  are  two  separate  entrances  from  the  front  opening  directly  into   the  living  room,  while  the  visitors'  door  opens  into  the  reception 
hall,  thence,  through  double  sliding  doors  to  the  parlor.

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NOT  finding  his  kind  of  a  house  in  our  plan  book,  a  Missouri  customer  sent  us  a  sketch  of  what  he  wanted  (see  Special  Plan  Proposition  on  page  48 
of  this  book),  and  our  Architectural  Department  made  to  order  the  plans  and  submitted  an  estimate  on  material.  This  man  came  right  in  to  see 
us  and  w?e  went  over  all  details  with  him  in  person  and  showed  him  our  stocks.  He  was  convinced;  before  he  left  our  place  the  order  was  on  our 
books.  Since  the  house  was  built  such  nattering  reports  have  come  in  that  it  was  deemed  advisable  to  publish  the  plan,  presented  herewith. 
Our  customer  writes  us:  "I  now  have  the  best  house  in  this  country  and  people  come  from  miles  around  to  see  it."  So  much  by  way  of  intro- 
duction. You  can  now  get  the  complete  blue  print  plans  and  specifications  for  building  this  house  under  our  Free  Plan  Offer  described  in  the  introductory 
pages  of  this  book. 

This  is  an  up-to-date  home  of  the  bungalow  type — not  a  summer  house  nor  a  mere  shell — and  is  built  to  withstand  the  rigors  of  a  climate  where  protection 
is  needed  against  winter's  chilling  winds.  In  summer,  the  wide  porch — surrounding  one  entire  corner  of  the  house — will  be  appreciated.  This  certainly  is  a 
beautiful  home.     The  roof  over  the  main  part  slopes  gradually  down,  curving  out  at  the    wide    eaves,    and    continuing  on  with  graceful  bend,  forms    the 

covering  of  the  porch.  The  cornice,  is  of  the  style  known  as  rafter  finish,  the  exposed  rafters  making  a  very  pretty 
effect.  The  regular  weatherboarding  is  used  for  the  outside  and  Washington  cedar  shingles  for  the  roof.  Paints  or 
stains,  properly  used,  will  aid  to  further  beautify  this  home.  The  six  columns  of  the  front  porch  are  of  large  diameter 
and  are  set  on  piers.  All  of  the  windows  have  upper  sasn,  with  divided  lights — a  recognized  feature  of  many  artistic 
residences.     The  outside  chimney  is  another  feature. 

Proceeding  inside  we  come  at  once  upon  the  most  picturesque  scene.  The  wide  living  room  with  windows  half- 
way across  the  charming  little  den  with  its  open  fireplace,  its  inglenook  and  casement  windows.  A  beautiful  design, 
you  say!  Yes,  and  a  home,  too,  as  we  understand  the  meaning  of  the  word.  Who  wouldn't  enjoy  just  such  a  home? 
The  dining  room  is  large  and  well-lighted,  a  swinging  door  connects  with  the  kitchen.  One  noticeable  feature 
is  the  entire  absence  of  dark  corners — you  can  literally  flood  the  rooms  with  light.

ERE  is  a  good  investment — a  two-family  residence  with  a  full  set  of  living  apartments  on  each  floor;  nothing  about  the  appearance  from  the  front 
view  to  indicate  that  it  is  used  in  this  manner.  Many  persons  object  to  building  two  family  houses  on  account  of  the  appearance.  Not  so  with 
this  design.  In  no  way  has  it  the  appearance  of  anything  except  a  substantial  residence.  It  will  rent  faster  and  at  a  higher  price  than  any 
ordinary  double  house.  The  two  floors  are  identical  in  arrangement  with  the  exception  that,  the  space  upstairs  over  the  vestibule  at  main 
entrance  and  reception  hall  adjoining,  is  used  for  a  small  bedroom. 

The  front  porch  is  of  good  size,  the  same  width  as  the  house  and  large  enough  to  be  enjoyed  by  both  families.  At  the  rear 
there  is  a  double  porch,  or,  more  correctly  speaking,  a  porch  with  same  sized  balcony  over-head.  The  plan  shows  an  outside 
stairway  for  the  convenience  of  the  family  upstairs.     Entrance  to  the  basement  is  gained  under  the  back  porch. 

Both  living  rooms  are  large  and  well  lighted;  the  dining  rooms  also  are  of  good  size  and  with 
plenty  of  light.  These  rooms  are  connected  by  means  of  cased  openings,  a  very  desirable  feature- 
All  bed-rooms  are  provided  with  closets.  Each  kitchen  has  a  pantry  and  the  pantry  is  properly 
located  where  the  light  can  penetrate. 

This  makes  a  house  of  somewhat  pretentious  looks.  The  large  gables  with  wide  cornice  and 
projecting  eaves  lend  an  air  of  dignty.  The  plain  colonial  columns  surmounting  the  stone  piers  at 
the  front  are  in  keeping  with  this  style  of  construction.

IN  OUR  design  No.  155  we  illustrate  a  six  room  cottage  with  gambrel  roof.     There  are  four  large  rooms,  pantry  and  closet  on  the  first  floor. 
Though  this  house  is  but  one  story  in  height,  the  gambrel  construction  of  the  roof  makes  most  of  the  space  between  the  rafters 
available.

SO  many  requests  are  made  to  us  for  something  in  the  way  of  a  building  for  business  and  living  quarters  combined  that  for  this  issue  of  our  plan  book 
our  designers  were  instructed  to  prepare  a  plan  to  meet  these  requirements.  The  arrangement  shown  here  provides  for  a  store  room  covering  the 
entire  first  floor  with  the  exception  of  the  stairway  entrance,  the  space  thus  used  serving  a  double  purpose,  affording  also  means  of  access  to  the  base- 
ment. 

On  the  second  floor  is  a  full  set  of  housekeeping  rooms,  five  in  number,  besides  the  large  hall  and  bath.  The  upstairs  arrangement  may  not  be 
exactly  suited  to  your  needs  and  alterations  can  be  made  in  the  plan  if  desired.  Should  the  time  come  when  you  do  not  require  the  upper  floor  for 
your  own  use,  the  property  still  will  prove  a  good  investment  as  it  can  be  turned  into  a  renting  proposition  with  no  change  at  all.  Note  carefully  the  plan. 
Each  room  has  its  own  individual  entrance  from  the  hall-way.  Use  one  or  two  of  the  rooms  yourself  if  you  wish  and  rent  the  others  to  transient  or  regular 
roomers.

There  will  be  five  of  these  supports  running  lengthwise  with  the  room  and 
stationed  at  even  distances  apart.

IN  our  Star  Design  we  show  a  modern  cattle  and  horse  barn  which  we  believe  will  meet  the  requirements  of  many  farmers  who  make  a 
business  of  raising  stock  on  a  moderate  scale.     This    building  is    of  the  balloon  type  of  construction  as  shown  more  fully  by  our 
Blue  Print  Plans.     The   hay-mow  extends  to  the  ground  floor  and  also  above  the  grain  rooms  on  each  end  of  the  barn.     Cattle  stalls 
are  arranged  on  one  side  of  the   hay-mow,  while  the  horse   stalls  are  arranged  on  the  other  side.     The  feed  alleys  between  the  hay- 
mow and  stalls  makes  feeding  economical  and  easy.     These  feed  alleys  communicate    not  only  with    the  hay-mow  but  also  with  the 
grain  rooms  at  each  end.     A  driveway  is  provided  through  the  center  of  the  barn,  and  if  desired  it  maybe  carried  through  the  haymow 
as   well,  which    feature    would,    however,   reduce  the  capacity  of  the  latter  considerably 

We  particularly  call  your  attention  to  the 
numerous  windows  shown  in  the  ground  floor 
plans.  There  is  no  part  of  this  structure 
that  is  not  lighted,  and  the  windows  together 
with  the  ventilation  in  the  roof  furnishes  an 
ample  supply  of  fresh  air  to  every  part  of  the 
building. 

We  list  this  barn  in  one  size  only,  53  feet 
wide  by  SO  feet  in  length.  The  grain  room 
at  one  end  could  be  consolidated  with  the 
grain  room  at  the  other  to  provide  for  easy 
access  to  the  stock  at  that  end.  In  this  way, 
a  12  foot-addition  at  one  end  would  furnish 
room  for  3.5  head  of  cattle  without  interfering 
with  the  horse  stalls  as  shown  in  the  plans. 
Tlvis  barn  should  be  placed  upon  a  concrete 
foundation  and  the  cement  floor  should  be 
sloped  towards  each  side  so  that  the  space 
devoted  to  the  storage  of  hay  could  be  kept 
dry  and  the  stables  kept  properly  drained.

This  particular  design  is  especially  adapted  to  the  small  farmer  where  a  large  barn  is  not  required,  and  we  believe  will  answer  every  require- 
ment of  the  modern  up-to-date  barn. 

The  building  should  be  placed  upon  a  concrete  foundation  extending  about  one  foot 
above  the  stable  floor.  The  latter  should  be  made  of  cement  and  properly  sloped  to 
permit  of  easy  drainage.

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HORSE  BARN  No.  250 


IN  the  above  design  we  show  a  barn  30  feet  wide  by  60  feet  long  and  18  feet  high  to  the  top  of  the  plate,  arranged 
exclusively  for  horses.  This  barn  was  designed  for  customers  who  do  not  wish  to  put  their  horses  under  the 
same  roof  with  other  stock.  This  is  doubtless  preferable  in  some  cases.  The  floor  plans  show  12  single  stalls 
of  5  feet  each,  and  6  double  stalls  of  10  feet  each,  and  a  ten  foot  driveway  the  whole  length  of  the  barn.  Those 
who  do  not  require  all  of  this  space  for  horses  exclusively  may  divide  this  barn  at  one  of  the  stall  partitions,  and  use 
part  of  it  for  horses  and  the  other  part  for  cattle.  By  placing  a  sliding  door  across  the  driveway,  the  cattle  may  be 
as  completely  separated  from  the  horses  as  though  they  were  in  a  separate  building.  If  this  division  is  made  in  the 
center  of  the  building,  this  barn  will  accommodate  12  horses  and  18  head  of  cattle,  or  if  this  arrangement  is  not  suitable 
for  individual  needs,  one  side  of  this  barn  may  be  turned  into  a  corn  crib  and  granary,  and  the  other  side  used  for 
stock.     We  shall  be  pleased  to  quote  on  any  changes  suggested  by  individual  needs. 

The  foundation  wall  should  extend  at  least  6  inches  above  the  stable  floor.  We  recommend  the  use  of  concrete 
in  all  cases  for  floor  purposes  whenever  it  is  possible  to  secure  the  necessary  material  for  that  purpose.  A  floor  of 
pounded  clay  may  be  advisable  in  special  cases  for  horses  with  tender  feet,  but  this  soon  becomes  impregnated  with 
disease  germs,  because  of  the  difficulty  of  draining  it  properly,  and  is  therefore  undesirable  from  a  sanitary  stand- 
point. Plank  floors  are  even  worse  than  earth  floor  unless  cement  floors  are  first  placed  under  them  so  that  they 
may  be  flushed  and  properly  drained.  For  these  reasons  we  do  not  include  plank  floors  in  any  of  our  regular  barn 
bills,  but  can  supply  that  material  whene ver  wanted,  at  the  very  lowest  market  price. 

This  barn  is  sided  with  6-inch  drop  siding,  and  the  roof  is  covered 
with  our  celebrated  3  ply  Rubberized  Galvo  Roofing.  We  shall  be  pleased 
to  quote  you  on  either  shingles  or  Metal  Roofing  upon  request.

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MODERN  DAIRY  BARN  No.  226 

IN  the  above  we  illustrate  a  modern  dairy  barn  designed  along  strictly  sanitary  lines.    The  foundation  wall  extends  12 
inches  above  the  stable  floor,  and  is  built  up  12  inches  higher  between  the  studding  and  over  the  wall  plate.     In 
this  way  the  building  is  not  only  securely  anchored  to  the  foundation,  but  all  the  wood  is  protected  from  con- 
tamination with  manure  liquids.     The  floor  likewise  is  of  cement  concrete  finished  in  the  rough.     The  mangers  are 
also  made  of  concrete,  and  are  used  for  water  troughs  as  well  as  feed  mangers.      They  are  so  built  that  they  slope  slightly 
toward  the  middle  of  the  barn,  where  a  bell  trap  and  overflow  are  connected  to  a  waste  pipe  leading  to  the  outside  of 
the  building  to  draw  off  the  surplus  water  and  drain  the  mangers. 

Fresh  air  is  brought  into  the  barn  through  vents  shown  on  the  end  elevation  on  each  side  of  the  sliding  doors, 
and  conducted  through  a  concrete  flue  built  below  the  feed  way  floor  the  entire  length  of  the  building.  Perforated 
covers  are  provided  at  convenient  distances  apart,  through  which  the  fresh  air  enters  immediately  in  front  of  the  stock, 
so  that  it  is  always  pure.  Slides  are  placed  on  the  inside  of  the  intake  flue  to  regulate  the  supply.  The  foul  air  settles 
to  the  bottom  of  the  floor  and  passes  out  through  ventilators  placed  in  the  wall  in  the  rear  of  the  cattle,  and  escapes 
between  the  inner  lining  and  the  siding,  through  the  ventilators  shown  on  the  side  elevation.  In  this  way  a  supply  of 
pure  fresh  air  is  always  insured  without  the  necessity  of  opening  doors  and  windows.  By  making  the  floor  and  mangers 
of  concrete,  there  is  no  wood  exposed  within  two  feet  of  the  floor,  and  thus  the  sanitary  conditions  of  the  barn  are 
practically  perfect.  By  providing  proper  drainage,  this  stable  may  be  flushed  out  with  the  hose,  and  so  kept  perfectly 
clean  at  all  times. 

The  studding  is  2x6  placed  on  24-inch  centers.  The  barn  is  sided  with  6-inch  drop  or  novelty  siding  of  No.  1 
quality  Soft  Arkansas  Pine,  but  box  sheathing  and  beveled  siding  may  be  substituted  for  very  little  extra  cost.  The 
stable  is  8  feet  high,  and  is  ceiled  up  on  the  inside  and  over  head  with  fx4  Yellow  Pine  ceiling.  The  hay  mow  floor 
extends  the  entire  length  of  the  barn,  and  furnishes  storage  capacity  for  thirty-five  tons  of  hay.  The  illustration  shows 
this  barn  design  covered  with  our  Guaranteed  Rawhide_  Roofing  and  the  price  is  based  upon  the  use  of  that  material. 
We  can,  however,  supply  shingles  or  Metal  Roofing,  if  so  desired,  at  a  small  additional  cost. 

This  barn  is  32  feet  wide  by  62  feet  long  and  14  feet  to  top  of  plate, 
and  will  accommodate  thirty  cows,  allowing  3i  feet  for  each.  Trap 
doors  are  placed  in  the  hay  mow  directly  above  the  feed  way,  through 
which  the  hay  may  be  thrown  into  the  feed  car  and  distributed  to  the 
stock  with  very  little  labor,  or  a  silo  may  be  built  at  one  end  of  the  barn, 
and  the  car  utilized  to  bring  in  the  silage  from  the  outside.

OUR  BANK  BARN  DESIGN  No.  203 

OUR  No.  203  Barn  we  illustrate  above,  is  a  modern  up-to-date  bank  barn  of  the  most  approved  type  of  construction 
A  careful  comparison  of  our  blue  print  plans  will  convince  the  most  skeptical  that  no  points  have  been  over- 
looked. While  the  illustration  we  show  is  for  a  barn  48  feet  long,  this  barn  may  be  built  any  length  by 
increasing  the  sections  16  feet  each,  to  the  length  that  may  be  desired. 
This  building  is  of  the  most  approved  plank  frame  style  of  construction,  all  of  the  timbers  being  built  up  from 
2-inch  plank.  The  outside  posts  are  made  up  of  three  pieces  of  2xS,  making  them  6x8  in  size.  They  are  securely 
held  in  place  at  the  bottom  by  the  joists  on  each  side  and  as  these  joists  lap  about  12  inches  on  each  of  the  center 
girders,  where  they  are  spiked  together,  it  forms  a  very  substantial  tie  for  the  building  at  the  bottom.  The  side  plates 
on  top  of  the  posts  are  made  up  of  three  pieces  of  2x8,  and  the  end  plates  of  3  pieces  2x6,  making  them  6x8  and  6x6 
respectively.  The  method  used  in  holding  the  building  in  place  in  the  center  is  by  means  of  a  truss,  the  same  as 
is  used  in  modern  steel  construction  where  it  is  not  practical  to  obstruct  the  space  with  posts  and  cross  beams. 

Great  care  and  study  have  been  given  the  construction  of  the  trusses.    These  are 
;ed  16  feet  apart  and  in  designing  these  trusses,  the  main  object  has  been  solid 
economical  construction,  scientific  bracing  by  ingenuously  interlacing  the  sup- 
porting members  of  these  trusses,  the  details  of  which  are  fully  explained 
in  our  blue  print  plans.     These  trusses  are  so  simple,  and  our  blue  prints 
so  plain,  that  any  ordinary  mechanic  can  construct  same. 

The  side  and  end  bracing  of  this  barn  is  of  the  diagonal  style.  The 
braces  extend  from  the  bottom  plate  between  each  pair  of  posts,  diagonal- 
ly across  to  the  top  plate  and  are  re-enforced  by  horizontal  girths  let 
into  these  braces  which  also  form  the  nail  tie  for  the  boards. 

This  48  ft.  barn  has  a  16  ft.  driveway  through  the  center  with  a  hay 
mow  16  ft.  wide  on  each  side.  We  furnish  2x6  tongued  and  grooved  floor- 
ing for  the  driveway  and  1x6  tongued  and  grooved  flooring  for  the  mows. 
A  pair  of  sliding  doors,  provided  with  the  best  hangers  and  track 
made,  give  entrance  to  the  driveway  on  the  upper  side  of  the  barn.  If 
desired,  another  pair  of  doors  may  be  placed  on  the  opposite  side,  which 
would  be  the  side  shown  in  the  illustration,  so  if  threshing  is  to  be  done  in 
the  barn  the  straw  may  be  blown  out  of  these  doors.  Stable  material 
not  included  in  our  price,  same  will  be  furnished  at  lowest  prices  to  suit 
each  customer.

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DOUBLE  CORN  CRIB  DESIGN  No.  300 

IN  the  above  we  illustrate  a  modern  double  corn  crib  28  feet  wide  by  40  feet  long  and  12  feet  high.     This  crib  has 
a  capacity  of  about  7,000  bushels  of  corn  and  3,000  bushels  of  small  grains.     The  driveway  is  10  feet  wide   and 
10  feet  high  with  a  9  foot  crib  on  each  side.     The  studdings  are  2x6  placed  16   inches  on  centers  and  the  joists 
are  placed  same  distance  apart,  except  over  the  driveway  where  they  are  placed  12  inches  on  centers.     The 
studdings  on  the  sides  of  driveway  are  extended  above  the  plate  right  up  to  the  rafters,  and  the  entire  space  up  to 
the  roof  may  be  used  for  corn. 

The  crib  is  covered  on  the  outside  with  l-x6  bevel  cribbing,  except  the  gables,  where  drop  siding  is  used.  Bevel 
cribbing  is  also  used  on  the  inside  of  the  corn  cribs.  Below  the  driveway  floor  the  cribbing  is  nailed  to  the  outside 
of  the  studs,  but  above  the  floor  to  the  inside  of  studs  to  within  two  feet  of  roof. 

The  space  above  the  driveway  is  floored  over  and  lined  up  solid  on  the  sides  10  feet  high  with  1x6  dressed  and 
matched  flooring.  Above  this  space  another  set  of  joists  are  placed  and  covered  with  boards  for  a  walking  floor.  A 
cupola  should  be  built  in  the  roof  with  a  door  on  one  side.  The  corn  and  other  grains  is  conveyed  by  an  elevator  to 
the  top  where  it  is  received  by  movable  spouts  and  distributed  to  any  part  of  the  building  desired.  The  space  above 
driveway  may  be  divided  into  any  number  of  bins  desired.  In  this  way  the  crib  will  not  only  provide  storage  for 
a  large  quantity  of  corn,  but  will  answer  the  purpose  of  granary  of  liberal  capacity  as  well.     By  placing  Chutes  with 

slides  in  the  floor  the  grain  may  be  easily  and  quickly  taken  out  and  hauled 
to  market,  or  if  by  any  chance,  it  should  heat  at  the  bottom  a  portion  of  it 
could  be  taken  out  from  the  bottom  and  by  means  of  the  elevator  placed  on 
top  with  very  little  labor.

The  stable  is  intended  to  be  9  feet  feet  high,  which  will  leave  ample  room  on  the  second  floor 
for  the  storage  of  hay  and  other  fodder.  The  barn  should  be  placed  upon  a  concrete  foundation  with  a  cement  floor 
on  the  first  floor,  which  is  more  sanitary  as  well  as  cheaper  in  the  long  run  than  a  wooden  floor  can  possible  be.
